Teach and Enforce Obedience to Law. 


A campaign of education lo prevent automobile accidents, 


such as has been begun in some parts of the country, may 
have its uses if properly conducted, but if results arc to be 
such as are hoped for it will be necessary to do something 
more than lo talk to motorists about what Ihey ought to do 
and ought not to do. If that alone would dp Ihe work the need 
f action for the prevention of accidents in connection with 
automobiling would nol exisl at this lime. 


; 
But the opening of a campaign of education shows that the 


need of action is recognized, and an important step a I the 
opening of this school is to decide what should be laughl 
And this paper would respectfully suggest thai the first lessoi 
should be respect for law. 
This is woefully lacking.on llu 


part of far too many drivers of molor cars and is the, cause of i 
large proportion of Ihe accidents lhal lake pltae. 


And while reckless drivers are primarily responsible fo 


Ihese accidents, many of which result in falalilics, Ihe public 
and the oflicers of the law are also responsible lo a grcatci 
extent lhan is generally realized. One great trouble is tha 
reckless driving is seldom interfered with except in cases 
where accidents occur. 
Persons who. observe infractions of 


the law dislike to make complaints; and police officers seen 
indisposed to take actipn so long as no one is maimed or killed. 
This paper had something to say on Ihis point not long ago, 
and now Ihe sanie point is made by a leading New England 
newspaper which in an editorial discussion of the subject says 
among other things: "Some detection of unsafe practices is 
imperative. . . . At present unsafe and reckless practices not 
only go unpunished, but, what is more important, undetected. 
Admonition of the inexperienced, remonslrance with (he care- 
less and punishment of the willful, with elimination of all who 
can nol or will nol learn, make perhaps (lie best program." • 


'•'. Such a program strictly adhered to could not fail lo produce 
beneficial results. 
It is all right enough to leach and preach 


care in the operation of (he powerful machines willi which the 
highways of Ihe country are covered, but this alone \vill\nol 
do. Thai has been proved over and over again. 
With such 


teaching there should go a rigid enforcement of (he laws, 
without waiting imlil there is a crash before setting Ihe ma- 
chinery of Ihe law in motion. Drivers (hat pay no attention 
to the rules and regulations need lo be [aught lhal the laws 
mean what Ihey say, and'a campaign of education to (his end 
is strictly in order. 
When a man will, in broad daylight, drive 


through (he lowered safely gales al a railroad crossing, as was 
done in a New England (own a few days ago, and as "has been 
done on more lhan one occasion, something more lhan a paltry 
fine should be imposed.

II is known and admitted lhat( the large majority of auto- 


mobile drivers exercise due care, but (here are altogether loo 
many who when they are on Ihe road throw prudence to the 
winds and work havoc to themselves and others. These arc 
the ones for whom a campaign of education is necessary, and 
if is only to.be hoped that in (he campaign 'that has been un- 
dertaken (lie importance of the lesson of obedience to (he law 
\l*ill;n.qt;be1ayerJpQked. There is a honiely.saying, "Soft words 
bii't'teYho parsnips/' and il has been very thoroughly demon- 
strated that kindly reminders of the dangers of reckless driv- 
ing are not sufficient for most of Ihe reckless drivers.
